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To  a significant  extent,  the 
well-being  of  Canada’s  economy 
is  founded  on  the  utilization  of 
its  natural  resources.  To  a very 
large  degree,  therefore,  the 
continuation  and  development  of 
this  economy  is  based  on  the 
wise  management  of  these 
resources,  many  of  which  are 
renewable.  The  increasing  rate 
of  urbanization  results  in  an  ever 
greater  proportion  of  the 
country’s  population  living  and 
working  in  environments  where 
they  are  divorced  from  a first 
hand  knowledge  and  under- 
standing of  the  resources  which 
are  the  foundation  of  their  own 
economic  state. 

This  course  has  been  designed 
to  offer  a comprehensive  and 
authoritative  review  of  the  major 
natural  resources  of  the  country, 
with  emphasis  on  the  ways  in 
which  these  resources  are  being 
managed. 

Land,  air  and  water  resources 
will  be  discussed.  The 
management  of  these  for  food 
production,  forestry,  mining, 
fish,  wildlife  and  recreation  will 
be  illustrated  largely  with 
reference  to  Ontario.
